CLEVELAND PUBLIC ART HOSTS A PUBLIC FORUM TITLED 
ENVISIONING A NEW CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART

Cleveland Public Art presents a special community forum featuring Rafael \’inol\' at 
the Ohio Theatre in Playhouse Square, Tuesday Februan^ 12^*^ from 6:00 - 8:0()pm. 
This is an exciting opportunity' to hear the world-renowned architect’s first 
conceptual designs for the New Cleveland Museum of Art. Following Vinolv’s 
presentation, a panel discussion including Katharine Lee Reid, Jeffrey Kiprus, and 
Rafael Vinoly will be moderated by Hunter Morrison, Cleveland’s Planning Director 
for 20 years. About 45 minutes has been reserved for public questions and answers. 

Cleveland Public Art has a long history of involving the public in important planning 
projects throughout the City of Cleveland. Part of the mission of CPA is to 
encourage as much public participation as possible in design processes and important 
civic projects. Cleveland Public Art has been involved in the organization of such 
events as 5 public forums about the development of the Gateway complex utled: 
'T>esigning Gateway: More than Just a Stadium”, a public forum titled: '^Envisioning a i\ew 
Federal Courthousd\ and “0« the Waterfront”: a lecture series featuring Alex I'Crieger and 
Paul Goldberger about the importance of Cleveland’s waterfront. 

Cleveland Public Art is a non-profit art organization dedicated to shaping the Cit\ ’s 
landscape. Cleveland Public Art has played and important role in Cleveland’s 
renaissance by acting as a vehicle for collaboration among artists, design professionals 
and the community. 

Due to the incredible interest in the Cleveland Museum of Art and Rafael Vinolv 
Architects all 1000 seats have been reserved for the Feb 12*^ Forum. This is a 
testament to the public interest in both design and planning issues and the 
importance of the Cleveland Museum of Art to our region. Cle\'eland Public An has 
made arrangements for extra seating in the Ohio Theatre Lobby to view the forum 
on screens.
